inocculatlng now. The 
permanent 


immunization is accomplished most 
cheaply when hogs are young and 
with less risk, than when mature. 


Gilts may be inocculated for pre- 


vention two or three weeks before 
they are bred. This inocculation will, 
carry them safely through the com- 
ing season. 
Such inocculation will 


not only immunize the sow but will 
protect pigs from cholera for five or 
six weeks. 
•This natural 
protection 
carries 
them safely up to a weight of 50 
pounds when pigs may be given ser- 
um and virus. 
But pigs from sus- 


ceptible sows will need to be Immun- 
ized if cholera Is in the neighbor- 
hood, . as piss 
outgrow 
Immunity 


when serum is administered before 
they reach 50 pounds weight. 
Two treatments'for these pigs may- 


be necessary, one of serum alone, 
and the second one, when they are 
heavier, ot serum and virus. 
Expense of serum for a 100-pound 


pig is much less 'than that of the 
250 or 300-pound sow, which is a- 
point worth considering at the pres- 
ent price of serum. 
This should be 


sufficient reason for giving the ser-. 
um treatment to gilts rather than. 


Another item worth considering is 


the risk involved in waiting until the 
sows are matured. 
There is always 


some risk in giving this treatment for 
cholera taut a farmer can better at- 
ford to lose two pigs than one full 
grown hog. especially when the feed-

Martens' main purpose is to obtain for himself a sort 


of recognition by the government of the United States 
as a diplomatic representative of the Lenine despotism. 


His impudent proposition should spurt the American 


authorities to more vigorous action in rounding- up the 
public enemies not only, but in getting them out of tho 
country ns well. There has been too much delay In 
putting these people behind the bars or sending them 
back to their native land, -whichever the nature of their 
proved offenses merits.

ter ot fact, tne basic principles of 
machinery having been worked out, 
the invention of new 
devices 
Is 
merely a matter of .the systematic 
application of well-known principles. 
The present state of our industrial 
arts is not.a thing of marvelous per- 
fection; it 
complete.

Thc wonder is not that 


we d*o so many things by machinery- 
The wonder is that we squander our 
energy Jn doing by hand thousands 
of things that machinery might. do 
for us.

keeping can be ^reduced to an almost 
wholly mechanical process, requiring 
only a little supervision from the hu- 
man brain. 
All record-keeping, all 


statistical work, of which such an 
enormous amount is done 
in 
all 
tranches of business and science'can 
>e done by machinery, and 
ma- 


chinery cannot only record; but can 
ilso to a great extent interpret these 
statistics. 
"It would be possible tq go on mul- 


tiplying examples almost endlessly," 
said the scientist. 
The proposition 


can be stated technically by saying 
hat any 'repea-t.process' may be done 
by machinery. This may not be true 
without exception, but it is nearly 
o." 


Ttfnn Sluonild Only Crcnte. 
This means that anything which 
man has once done, he can devise a 
machine to do over and over again. 
In other words, man should do.noth- 
ng but the truly creative work of the 
world. 
It takes imagination to realize the 


'ull possibilities which this statement 
luggests, but there Is nothing incred- 
blc about the statement itself. The 
doing of' all . "repeat processes" by 
machinery calls for nothing more 
wonderful than the phonograph, for 
nstance, 
which 
reproduces every 


one and modulation of the human 
roice so perfectly that even the hu- 
cannot tell the difference. 


"How was this perfection pro- 


duced? 'Little by little. In the course 
of many years. 
Yet if the weaving 


of fabrics by machinery had beer, 
presented as a scientific problem to 
a selected body of scientists and me- 
chanics with first-class shops 
and 
laboratories at their disposal, they 
could undoubtedly have worked it out 
systematically In a 
much 
shorter 
time. 
There are innumerable- me- 
chanical processes, which the world 
needs, and which could be worked 
out by such a concentration of brains 
and facilities upon them. 
"But Instead of that concentration, 


what have we? 
We have inventors 
scattered here and there,.working oh 
their problems without co-operation,

facilities. 


Perhaps there are a hundred men 
today trying -to worK out the problem 
of the electrical typewriter.

ance, struggling under the handicap 
of poverty, falling for want of the co- 
operation which is the only thing 
that makes possible man's domina- 
tion of the enrth. 
How can this waste be avoided? 
How 'can our industrial arts be stim- 
ulated to a normal development? 
This is a large question 'and partly 
a political one. It has been sug- 
gested that there should be some 
great central government institution 
which would afford the finest of fa- 
cilities for inventors, would bring to- 
gether the best brains in the country, 
and would consider the

problems of Industry systematically.
